After a bitter parliamentary battle 
the senate Tuesday afternoon passed a 
bill which permits the custom of con- 
tracting sales of cotton for future de- 
livery, the vote being a tie at 25 to 
25, which President Ed Dykes, of the 
senate, broke by voting in favor of 
the measure. The bill was passed 
with an amendment, which makes it 
effective only after a “delivery point” 
is established in Georgia similar to 
one now being used at Dallas, Texas. 

In the house the chief feature of the 
afternoon session was the passage by 
a vote of 105 to 45 of a bill providing 
for a new system of fixing prices for 
automobile license tags. The new 
system is based on the weight of the 
automobiles instead of on their borse- 
power, as at present. Several amend- 
ments to the bill, one of which placed 
the sale of automobile licenses in the 
hands of the ordinaries of the re- 
spective counties, were defeated when 
the committee substitute for the regu- 
lar bill was adopted. 

Under the new system of fixing au- 
tomobile licenses the minimum license 
for a pass nger car would be $11.25 
as at present. Each hundred weight 
would be assessed 50 cents, the gross 
weight of passenger cars to be used 
in calculating the fee. The prices of 
trucks would be slightly higher than 
under ‘the present system, and no ve- 
hicle weighing more than 22,000 


when loaded would be permitted to) 


be operated on the highways.

resentative Hugh Peterson, in explain- 
ing the bill, declared that the price 
of tags for smaller cars would re- 
main the same under the new sys- 
tem, but said makers of heavier cars 
are changing their motors so that 
they fall within the price of the 
smaller cars, and that the new sys- 
tem would meet this situstion.

any way responsible. Meanwhile. if

tirely at your service.” 


L_ESIDENCE OF SACCO 
JUROR IS WRECKED. 
(By Leased Wire to the Congtitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 
Boston, Mass., August 16.—A few 


hours before their defense counsel, 
raising-the cry of prejudice. went be- 
fore four members of the Massachu- 
setts supreme court in a final plea 
to save the lives of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, the home 
of a juror in the trial of the con 
demned pair was wrecked by a bomb 
here early today. Lewis McHardy. 
the juror; his wife, daughter and two 
sons, were thrown out of their beds 
by the blast. They were cut by fly- 
ing glass. The entire South Shore, 
for miles around, was thrown into 
panic. Many persons ip Boston were 
awakened by the explosion. 

This latest dynamite outrage—one of 
a series of lawless demonstrations in 
various cities of the United States, 
Europe and South America—occurred 
at a. m., in East Milton, a 
Boston suburb, 12 miles south of the 
center of the city. 
McHardy’s house was wrecked, a 
garage in the rear was destroyed, and 
windows were shattered for a mile. 


Homes Are Guarded. 

The bombing stirred government se- 
cret service agents and state constabu- 
lary to a widespread roundup of radi- 
cals and suspicious persons, while ,o- 
lice were hurried to guard the homes 
of public officials identified with the 
Saco-Vanzetti case. 

Six hours after, the bombing, for 
which defense leaders disclaimed re- 
sponsibility on behalf of their co- 
horts, Arthur Dehon Hill, chief de- 
fense counsel, argued before the full 
supreme hench of the state that it 
was prejudice against the two radi- 
cals on the part of Webster Thayer, 
trial judge, that put them for six 
tortured years in the shadow of the 
electric chair. And it was Judge 
Thayer, he insisted, who was allowed 
to deeide negatively when defense 
counsel raised the issue of prejudice 
to obtain suspension of the death 
sentence and a new trial. 

The four justices heard both sides 
argue on the rulings of Judge Thayer 
in the superior court and on the ex- 
ception to those of Judge Sanderson, 
their associate in the superior court, 
in denying.a writ of error. Decision 
was reserved. It is. expected to be 
rendered well before Governor Fuller’s 
respite to the condemned men ends at 
midnight August 22. 

Mrs. Sacco Present. 


The hearing today was the climax 
to the six years’ fight. In a_ heavily 


guarded courtroom, crowded with spec- 
tators admitted only by permission, 
there sat a woman in black. She was 
Mrs. Rose Sacco, wife of one of the 
condemned men. She leaned on _ the 
bench in front of her while Hill 
presented his arguments. 

_ The brief filed by the defense con- 
tained 25 printed pages. The argu- 
ments in support of it continued most 
of the day, although usually argu- 
ments before the supreme court are 
limited to an hour. 

Hill sin opening, said: 

“The motion has as its basis alleged 
prejudices on the part of the presiding 
justice, although it has the additional 
ground of newly discovered evidence.”’ 
Bias Laid to Judge. 


In a letter to McHardy, written, P 


_-Hill added, grimly, that he regard- 
ed this evidence as a very minor part 
of the fight to save Saceo and Van- 
zetti. It was Judge Thayer's bias to- 
ward the men who preached anarchy 
and who fled to Mexico to avoid the 
draft durtng the war that he relied on. 

“During the trial it is, of course 
possible, that jurors could rise supe- 
rior to prejudice of a trial judge,’ 
he said. “But what ot the motions 
for a new trial after the verdict? 
There were eight motions. They were 
most vital to the defendants. They 
ealled for the highest exercise of ju- 
dieial fairness. 

“There was no one to check Judge 
Thayer in his consideration of those 
motions and no exceptions except the 
bare ruling of law.” 

Hill argued Judge Thayer should 
have withdrawn from the case. He 
criticized, too, the advisory committee 
appointed by Governor Fulle_ to in- 
vestigate the case. He referred to 
President Lowell, of Harvard; Presi- 
dent Stratton. of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology and Judge Robért 
Grant as “not competent to pass on 
this case.” 

Shortly after the home-made gal- 
vanized iron-dynamite bomb was ex- 
ploded under the McHardy front 
porch, extra squads of patrolmen in 
Boston were sent to protect the state 
house. Other police were sent to 
guard the homes of other jurors who 
participated in the Sacco-Vanzetti 
trial. 

Watch Relaxed. 


Boston police were on duty con- 
tinuously for weeks up to the time of 
Governor Fuller's respite last Wednes- 
fay but since then the “war-time 
mobilization” was relaxed. Today the 
hombing recalled to stations every 
member of the department, numbering 
about 1,600 men.

He is of the opinion that 
greater speed would have resulted had 
he been permitted to submit estimates 
this fall for work on ten cruisers. 

The three cruisers for which con- 
gress appropriated money were part 
of the eight it had previously authoriz- 

The other five were under con- 
etruction. The president, it was said 
here today, had planned, when he at- 
tempted to prevent appropriation of 
funds for starting work on these three 
cruisers, to obtain an authorization 
for future construction of a total of 
ten cruisers, including the five under 
construction, 

While no figures were dealt in with 
regard to tax reduction next year it is 
recalled that director Lord of the 
budget has estimated a surplus of at 
least $338,000,000 this fiscal year. Ap- 
proval of his tentative budget by the 
president for, the coming year had 
semed to endanger this surplus but no 
such feeling was disclosed today at 
the executive office.

body as that of Robert Hughes since 
the only mark of identification was a 
letter written by W. W. Smith, for- 
merly of Atlanta, but now of States- 
ville, N. C.? he 

The missent letter was written by 
Mr. Smith when he was employed in 
Atlanta in 1925 by a local manufac- 
turing establishmént, had been receiv- 
ed by Robert Henry. who knew of the 
existence of Robert Hughes and who 
just kept the missive to deliver it in 
person. He never had the opportu- 
nity. 

Mrs. C. W. Powers, foster mother 
of Robert Hughes, lives at 9 Casa- 
nova street, Atlanta. She had made 
all funeral arrangements and notified 
relatives of the tragedy. 

Young Smith’s life reads like fic- 
tion. His mother died while he was 
2 1-2 years old, a year later his fa- 
ther died, and he was adopted by the 
Smiths. At the age of 15 he entered 
the navy and has remained in the 
service since that time. 

Workmen today will cover the 
grave at Marvin churchyard, near De- 
catur, but the body of Robert Hughes 
will not be encased in a coffin rest- 
ing beneath it. 

Now, the body of Robert Henry 
Smith, who it is understood, has no 
family of his own, will be sent to 
the national cemetery at Arlington, 
for interment. 

The father of the Atlanta boy will

London, August 16.—(4)—J. Ogden 
Armour, wealthy Chicago packer, died 
at the Carlton hotel late today. 

Mrs. Armour, his wife, Mrs. John 
J. Mitchell, Jr., his daughter, and her 
husband were at the bedside. Mr. and 
Mrs. Mitchell had been summoned 
from California when it first became 
known several weeks ago that Mr. 
Armour’s illness was grave, and raced 
to England in order to be at his bed- 
side. : 

Mother’s Death Withheld, 

Mr. Armour, whose illness developed 
only a week after he arrived in Lon- 
dou on his usual summer holiday trip 
in July, was too ill throughout to be 
told of his mother’s death which oc- 
curred three weeks ago. 

No medical] bulletin had been issued 
throughout his illness, but it is under- 
stood that he first suffered from ty- 


phoid fever, the crisis of which he 
passed. His system, greatly weakened 
by the fever, never really regained 
strength enough to permit him to be 
a more 
favorable locality. Then apparently 
pneumonia developed and his heart 
was too weakened to stand the strain. 


BUSINESS OF ARMOUR 
ONCE WORTH BILLION. 

Chicago, August 16.—(4)—J. Ogden 
Armour, who once controlled : billion 
dollar a year business, but who liqui- 
dated his holdings to such an extent 
that he had virtually vanished from 
finaneial and commercial fields, died 
today in London in his sixty-fourth 
year, 

Armour’s holdings had so dwindled 
in recent years that in 1925 the fed- 
eral revenue office showed his income 
not taxable. He at one time declined 
$150.000,000 for-his interest in the 
packing company alone, and was 
known as the largest owner of bank 
stock in Chicago. 

Interest in Men. 


His interest in men drew for him 
universal affection, and he seemed to 
delight in his friendship with his em- 
ployees, 

“Overcome the obstacles within and 
the obstacles without will be easily 
conquered,” he believed. 

“A prosperous business never ceases 
to grow and to make room for those 
who demonstrate their merit,” he once 
told his employees. ‘The hardest job 
any man has is to compete with him- 
self. Any man may be outdone by 
himself without recognizing the cause.” 

Tentative arrangements were made 
to start for home with Armour’s body 
next Saturday. Under that plan the 
body would reach Chicago a week from 
next Sunday. 

Fate played its part in making and 
unmaking the Armour fortune. De- 
flation at the close of the civil war 
aided Philip D. Armour and at the 
close of the world war gravely weak- 
ened the financial power of his son, 
J. Ogden.

WILL HELP GEORGIA’S FARMS. 

It is hardly possible, in present 
circumstances, to conceive a more 
fortunate or significant appoint- 
ment to any public office affecting 
Georgia agriculture than the selec- 
tion of C. H. Bishop, of Ashburn, 
as the director of the bureau of 
markets in the state department of 
agriculture. There are numerous 
reasons why all those who have a 
real interest in the state’s agricul- 
tural development should feel, as 
they do, that Commissioner Tal- 
madge has chosen wisely.

“C. H. Bishop, of Ashburn, is the 
real father of the creamery industry 
in Georgia. When the complete story 
of the dairy industry is written, with 
its unparalleled increase of 6,000 per 
cent in creamery butter production in 
six years, this is the place that his- 
tory will accord to Bishop. 

“Bishop's place in connection with 
this industry is unique. It is unique 
because, while occupying the place of 
the operating manager of a market 
for the farmers’ cream and poultry 
and pork products, his mind and his 
heart have been 100 per cent on the 
problems of the farmer-producer, 
Bishop's vision and his philosophy, 
with respect to the operation of his 
own plant, unconsciously has domi- 
nated the industry as a whole. While 
there is not a cooperative creamery 
in Georgia in name, all of them being 
stock companies, Ashburn’s creamery 
from the start, due to Bishop, has 
been cooperative in spirit and in fact. 
And other creameries, following the 
lead of Ashburn, have automatically, 
in a large sense, been compelled to 
imitate the cooperative attitude in 
dealing with the Georgia farmer, 

“In no other manner would such a 
rapid growth as has marked the 
growth of creameries in Georgia have 
been possible.” 

The appointment of Mr. Bishop, 
and the non-political. policy thus 
adopted, justifies the fullest meas- 
ure of support of the department, 
particularly in the matter of appro- 
priations to do the work which 
Georgia’s farms ‘So greatly need. 
Now that the work is to be done, 
let there be ample funds for carry- 


ing it on.

But the constitution-makers did not 
intend that the restrictions should be 
irrevocable and that the state should 
be bound forever to legislate for every 
or county, district, or municipal 
unit. : 


So they placed in the constitution 
a provision under which the general 
assembly can divest itself of those 
onerous and expensive functions and 
remit to such units the labor and re-' 
sponsibility of doing their own local 
legislation. 

Under that provision of the con- 
stitution the general assembly can, 
without auy enabling amendment, set 
up the process of local legislation in 
every county of the state.

Where the Way Out Lies. 
The constitutional way out of all 
this local legislation mess is found in 
Article VI, Section 6, Paragraph 2 

of the constitution, which reads:

“The courts of ordinary shall have 
such powers, in relation to roads,

pers, county officers, county funds, 
county taxes, and other county mat- 
ters, as may be conferred on them

. The general assembly can either 
frame procedures by which courts of 
ordinary can function in local legisla- 
tion under constitutional restrictions, 
or it can establish an entirely inde- 
pendent “county court,” with repre-

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SPECIFIC FOOD POISONING. 

According to an Edisonian legend 
the wizard, having a touch of rheu- 
matiz, browbeat his doctor into af- 
firming that the main object in treat- 
ment is to get rid of the “uric acid.” 
As the doctor could name no remedy 
which would do this, the great in- 
ventor procured a large quantity -f 
uric acid crystals and treated sam- 
ples with every drug or medicine in 
the pharmacopoeia. Only four or 
five of these drugs dissolved the yric 
acid, so the wizard reported to the 
doctor that these four or five medi- 
cines were the only ones worth using 
I suppose this magazine yarn sounds 
pretty good to the lay reader with a 
large stock of near knowledge about 
things medical. To my mind it is 
just a magazine writer’s pipe dream, 
for of course, the question of “uric 
acid” has nothing to do with the pain- 
ful and disabling disease ¢onditions or 
infirmities that masquerade under 
the non-commitial title of “rheuma- 
tism.” If potency to dissolve uric 
acid were a criterion we could tell 
Mr. Edison of half a dozen medicines 
which ‘will do that much better than 
any listed in the pharmacopoeia. The 
experiment reminds me of the impres- 
sive speech made by a great orator at 
a banquet of the friends of freedom or 
some such society. There had been 
many toasts ahead-of his—he had lost 
count. He said: “Gentlemen, what 


is the object of all this eloquence? 
We'll never free lreland by drinking 
whisky in America.”

“COTTON. FUTURES” BILL 
PASSED IN SENATE

money derived from this tax to go to 
the common school fund. 
Smoke Screen Bill Passes. 

The house Tuesday afternoon passed 
a measure known as- “the smoke 
screen bill,” which is directed against 
the action of rum runners equipping 
automobiles with devices to throw out 
smoke screens in the face of pursuing 
officers. The penalty for such a 
deed was fixed at from 2 to 10 years 
in the state prison. 

Favorable reports were given by 
house judiciary committee No. 1 Tues- 
day afternoon on the four “children’s 
bills.” These are the bills fixing a 
state system of juvenile courts, the 
mothers’ aid bill, the illegitimacy bill 
and the abandonment and desertion 
bill. Representative Jud Wilhoit, 
chairman of the rules committee. said 
these measures would be placed on the 
calendar along with other senate bills 
and probably would be brought up 
Thursday or Friday. The bills are 
backed by virtually all of the women’s 
organizations and by leading court 
officials in various parts of the state. 
The first of this series of bills known 
as the “adoption bill,”’ has been passed 
by both houses and signed by the gov- 
ernor. 

Futures Bill Passes. 


Senator K. D. Rivers, author of 
the cotton futures bill, was called 
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The bill provides that all contracts 
of sale for future delivery of cotton, 
grain, stocks or other commodities 
executed through a board of trade, 
or similar organization and handled 
by a member in good standing, shall 
henceforth be declared lawful, pro- 
vided that the contracts conform to 
similar United States statutes. The 
organization of cotton exchanges, 
grain exchanges or boards of. trade, 
where quotations may be received 
and posted, is likewise permitted un- 
der the bill. It is set out that any 
member of a recognized exchange who 
solicits orders for future delivery from 
any one not engaged in the producing, 
manufacturing or handling of the 
commodity involved will be subject to 
a license of $10,000, payable to the 
state treasury. Any _ transaction 
handled through a “bucket shop,” de- 
fined | in the bill as an organization 
entering into a contract for future 
delivery, of a commodity without ac- 
tually intending that the commodi- 
ties mentioned are to be delivered, 
will be null and void and unenforce- 
able in any court in the state. 

The bill further provides that the 
cotton futures act shall not become 
effective until one or more delivery 
points have been designated and es- 
tablished by recognized future ex- 
changes or boards of trade equal in 
standing to that now in existence and 
established at Houston and Galves- 
ton, Texas. 


Governor’s First Veto. 
_Governor Hardman Tuesday sent 
his first veto message to the two 
branches of the legislature. He ve- 
toed two local bills originating from 


| Butts county, providing for the revi- 


sion of authority of local officers. The 
governor vetoed the measures because 
they had not been advertised proper- 
ly prior to their introduction. Notice 
of failure to advertise was served on 
the governor by the ordinary of Butts 
county. He sought an opinion from 
the attorney general and the attorney 
general ruled that local bills, under 
the law, must be advertised® as_re- 
quired by the statutes. Acting on the 
advice. of the attofney general the 
governor vetoed the measures. 

The sales tax bill as a house meas- 
ure was killed for the present session 
of the legislature when a motion to 
reconsider adverse action taken yes- 
terday was voted down 81 to 64. | 

The sales tax was temporarily set 
aside Monday when the house ty a 
vote of 103 to 68 voted to disagree to 
the report of the ways and means com- 
mittee recommending a sales tax in 
some form. 

Representative Beasley, of Tatnall, 
moved reconsideration of this action 
and precipitated a protest from Mar. 
tin of Troup, who .aid that members 
of the house did not hear notice of 
such a motion given on the day pre- 
vious. Speaker Russell ruled the mo- 
tion in order. Representatives Tip- 
pins, of Evans, and Stark, of Whit- 
field, also objected to reconsideration 
of the measure. 


Bar Night Sessions. 


An effort of the rules committee 
represented by Vice Chairman Wil- 
hoit, of Warren, to secure night ses- 
sions was defeated. The rules com- 
mittee set two calendars, major and 
minor, the speaker to have power to 
call the bills as the attendante on 
the house floor seems to justify. — 

Salaries of superior court judges 
in Chatham county would be increased 
from $3,000 to $5,000 per year by a 
bill introduced by epresentatire 
Alexander, of the Chatham delegation 
and unanimously passed by the house 
today. 

Another bill passed by the house 
which calls for a_ constitutional 
amendment was that making Morgan 
the county seat of Calhoun county 
instead of Arlington as formerly.

The Wilhoit gasoline tax bill was 
of outstanding importance among seven 
general measures passed by the sen- 
ate Tuesday morning. Under its terms 
provision is made to collect the 1-2 
cent inspection fee to be discontinu- 
ed when the Neill gasoline inspect- 
tion bill goes into effect. The Wil- 
hoit bill places an ‘additional levy of 
one cent per gallon on kerosene. 

The original draft submitted by the 


house was amended in the senate to al- | 
locate both these levys to the state 


school equalization fund. Another 
amendment offered by Senator Reese 
will exempt from the gasoline tax 
certain distillers whose product is not 
used within the state and also manu- 
facturers using‘a low grade gasoline 
for other than motor fuel purposes. 
The bill passed as amended by a vote 
of 32 to 2 and was transmitted to the 
house for concurrence. 

After passing every general bill sub- 
mitted this week the senate cut short 
a long succession of okays and voted 
down a bill by Senators Reese and 
Myrick to make examinations for ad- 
mittance to the bar more restrictive. 
Under privision of the bill all ap- 
plicants for license to practice law 
would have to stand examination. The 
opposition termed the bill a slighteto 
the recognized law colleges of the state 
whose graduates are admitted under 
present Jaws without the formality of 
further examinations.

Body Named at Tuesday 
Meeting of One Hun- 
dred Citizens and Prop- 
erty Owners. 


At a meeting of more than 100 citi- 
zens and property owners held Tues- 
day morning at the city hall, a com- 
mittee of 25 was selected to call upon 
the county commissioners and city 
council members in an effort to bring 
about fjnal and definite arrangements 
for building the new city hall on the 
courthouse site. 


The meeting had been called by B. 
Frank Bell, well-known business man, 
and chairman of a “keep faith” citi- 
zens’ committee, selected at a meeting 
held last week. 

The committee of 25 within an hour 
after adjournment had _ interviewed 
County Commissioners George M. 
Hope and Stewart, both of whom, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bell, were disposed to 
treat fairly with the city in its con- 
veyance of county property on which 
to build the new city hall. 

After the meeting with the two 
county commissioners Mr. Bell was 
authorized by the larger committee to 
name a subcommittee to meet with 
the county board and council members 
in an effort to work out a suitable 
and agreeable arrangement for build- 
ing the new city hall on the court- 
house site. 

Committee Named. 


Mr. Bell, an ex-officio chairman, lias 
named this comnfittee as_ follows: 
Henry S. Johnson, H. C. McCutcheon, 
Reuben Arnold and George I auss. 

At the mass meeting strong talks 
were made by a number of business 
men and women urging the courthouse 
location for the new city hall. Among 
these were Henry 3S. Johnson, Coun- 
cilman . D. McCutcheon, B. F 
Blake, C. J. Gavan, Mrs. Manson Wil- 
son, Dr. J. C. White, V. H. Kriegs- 
haber, J. C. Cumbea, O. P. Walton 
and a number of others. 

Councilman Harry York and Mayor 
Pro Tem. Dobbs speke on behalf of 
general council and stated that they 
felt sure the council would favor the 
courthouse site if a fair arrangement 
could be worked out with the county, 
but declared that they could not agree 
to paying the price now asked by the 
county. 

Councilman York made the sugges- 
tion that as the city paid four-fifths 
or more of the tax money to the 
county, that the land ought to be 
bought from the county at a discount 
of four-fifths of a fair valuation, pay- 
ing to the county the one-fifth which 
represented the taxpayers outside the 
city. He suggested condemnation pro- 
ceedings for the other property needed, 
'and believed under this plan all the 
land needed could and should be 
bought for around $150,000 to $200,- 

. He declared that if this was 
done he believed the location would be 
acceptable to the city fathers. Added 
to the bond money, said Mr. York, 
would be the income from the leasing 
or sale of the present city hall or 
any other buildings vacated when the 
new city hall was ready fer occu- 
pancy. 


Good Start Made. 


“We have made a splendid start.” 
said Mr. Bell, “and our ‘keep faith 
citizens’ committee is greatly pleased 
at the results accomplished in so 
short a time. When our committee 
called on Commissioner Hope—and we 
had Commissioner Stewart along with 
us—both agreed to lease or sell the 
city the land at a nominal sum, or 
even to give it to us if we can work 
out additional courthouse improve- 
ments for the county. We believe 
this can be done. They both declared 
they saw no reason why a commil- 
tee from our organization, working te- 
gether with the county board and the 
city government, could not get togeth- 
er on a fair and equitable basis. _ 

“Commissioner Paul Etheridge is 
out of the city,” continued Mr. Bell, 
“hut will be back in a couple af 
weeks. I have it on the most reli- — 
able authority that he stated before 
he left Atlanta that he was absolute- 
ly strong for the city hall on the 


courthouse site, and as far as he 
was concerned would vote to give the 
city the land needed, if some arrange- 
ment was made satisfactory to auz- 
ment the present courthouse facilities. 

“Our special committee firmly be- 
lieves that Commissioners Johnson and 
Turner. the remainder of the board, 
cannot but see the fairness of the city s 
position and the logic of placing the 
city hall adjacent to the courthouse. 
Scattered widely, as it is now, it is 
very inconvenient to the citizens, and 
of both buildings were alongside each 
other how much handier it would he 
for those paying taxes. and having 
other business with the city and coun- 
tv? The two go together. And be- 
sides, the day may come some time, 
and not far away, when the county 
and city administrations may be con- 
solidated. This has been done in 
a number of cities, and it has worked 
well and has proved a great saving 
in overhead expense to the taxpayers. 
If that time should ever come—well, 
we'dl be ready for it at least.”

Identi- 
fication of the*St. Louis suspect as 
the noted Atlanta gambler failed on 
a comparison of Bertillon photographs 
and ages of the two men. 

Officers in St. Louis said that the 
photcgraph of the Atlanta Woodward 
was of a man at least 50 -ears old, 
while the man arrested in St. Louis 
was only 23 years old. St. Louis 
police found in their files an old cir- 
cular from Atlanta which bore the 
gambler’s photograph. This picture 
bearing little resemblance, if any, to 
the St. Louis man, according to Chief 
of Detectives Kaiser of that city.

MISSISSIPPI CROP 
40 PER CENT RUINED 
BY BOLL WEEVIL 


A. and M. College, Miss.. August 
16.—(/)—Boll weevil in Mississippi 
broke all previous records of the sea- 
son during the past week with an 
average of 40 per cent of the squares 
punctured in the hill counties of the 
state, according to reports today of 
the state plant board inspectors who 
examined 87 farms in 21 counties 
This is a marked increase over the 
preceding week when the infestation 
averaged only 30 per cent and that of 
18 per cent two weeks ago. 

The weevils are four times as abun- 
dant as on this date last year, when 
the average infestation was only 10 
per cent, the report shows. The flood- 
ed area of the delta is still practically 
free of weevil, though some low in- 
festations have been found in a few 
places. 

Infestations running over 50 per 
cent during the past week were found 
in Choctow, Hinds, Lauderdale, 
Lowndes, Marshall, Oktibbeha, Tate. 
Warren and Yazoo. The highest in- 


festation of the week—OD5 per cent—. 


was reported from Tate county.

Poisoning is advised on fruiting eotton 
on bottom land, as weevil injury may 
continue for several weeks in such 
places.

Coolidge Is Out 
Of 1928 Contest 


By RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, August 16,—(United 
News.)—One of President Coolidge’s 
closest official friends, Secretary of 
Interior Work, has returned from 
Rapid City convinced that the presi- 
dent is out of the 1928 race, and that 
the party will be compelled to nomt- 
nate someone else. 

“President Coolidge is incapable of 
double-dealing and his expressed wish 
not to be a candidate will be taken 
by those who know him best to be 
sincere and final,’ Secretary Work 
said, 

He believes the party haa plenty 
of capable material, By taking him- 
self out of the race at such an early 
date, President Coolidge gives the 
other candidates time to develop fol- 
lowings befor® the convention. Work 
is generally supposed to favor Hoover. 
but he has dectined to commit him- 
self publicly. 

Dr. Work’s feeling of finality about 
the Coolidge statement is. shared by 
others of the president’s circle and 
supports the growing belief among 
politicians that the party will turn 
to anew leader next year.

New York, August 16.—Stocks were 
strong and more active, pools again 
being active on the long side of the 
market, influencing customers of com- 
mission houses frightened out of the 
market by last week’s drastic liquida- 
tion to repurchase stocks. The best 
opinion here is that pools and indi- 
viduals heavily long of stocks, in an

Wall street is full of gossip as to 
who will be the next chairman of the 
steel corporation. It is taken for grant- 
ed that J. P. Morgan will have most 
to say on the subject. Wall street now 
sees that Mr. Gary was a sick map 
for months before his death which 
makes it likely that his successor has 
already been decided upon. It is not 
expected. however, that the name of 
the next steel corporation chairman 
will be made public before the next 
regular monthly meeting of directors 
to be held August 30. 

Miller Mentioned. 

Governor Miller, now general coun- 
sel for the steel corporation, is one 
of the names most frequently heard in 
Wall street as the next chairman of 
the steel corporation board. Myron C. 
Taylor, a director of the steel corpora- 
tion and a large stockholder, is an- 
other, President Coolidge is still an- 
other, his name being mentioned be- 
cause of his announcement that he 
oes net choose to run for president 
in 1928 and because it is known that 
he is very close to Dwight Morrow, 
one of the Morgan partners. 

Wall street's sober over-night judg- 
ment is that the position held by 
H. Gary cannot be filled by. anyone 
now in the publie eye: that there is 
no one in sight to take the exact place 
he held in the steel trade, with his 


shareholders and with the general pub-[ 


lic. What type of a man is desired 
for the job no one but insiders know 
and they are when a ae or ee 
feels, however, th of the work 
Gary started out to do has been done, 
making jt much easier for his succés- 
sor. 

Opinion differs in Wall street as to 
what steel common will now do. Some 
recall that Great Northern became 
very inactive after the death of Jamet 
J. Hill with Union- Pacific doing the 


H. Harri- 
man. Others, however, declare that the 
steel corporation with its strong and 
active finance committee of diréctors, 
cannot be classed as a one-man com- 
pany.

called the Washington conference. We 
chose to give the great nations a 
chance to come to an agreement. The 
agreement was only partial. 

“To be successful in the endeavors 
of the United States it was necessary 
that the agreement extend to cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines. We have 
certainly made a good try at further 
limitation at the Geneva conference 
and apparently have utterly failed. I 
think the sentiment of our great coun- 
try is that our navy must be second 
to none, and that we must keep it up 
to that place. If nations as deeply in 
debt as certain European nations are 
can afford to build up their navies 
surely we, the richest of all countries, 
must do the same for our protection 
and for our safety. Lacking bases we 
must perforce have long range cruisers . 
to protect our ships and our trade with} 8: sani 
neutrals whether we are in a war or 
other nations are in a war. Don’t ever 
forget that, and that we are woefully 
short on cruisers. 


Equality on Seas. 


“The American naval policy, signed 
and sealed and approved by the pres- 
ident in 1922, calls for a navy equal 
to that of any other nation. We! 
have that now to go on and it is my 
firm belief that the coming copgress 
and succeeding congresses will pro- 
ceed to build up to what we may call 
a 3-0-3 ratio; that is. so many tons 
of cruisers, so many tons of subma- 
rines; so. many destroyers, so many 
auxiliaries and so many airplane car- 
riers, as have been figured up by the 
general board and approved by the 
navy department, as will give us a 
rounded-out fleet.”

TWO WORLD RECORDS 
SMASHED BY FLIERS 


San Diego, Calif., August 16—() 
Two world flight records for distance 
and duration, held by Fritz Loose, 
German aviator, were smashed, and 
one world’s speed record for 2, 
kilometers was established today by 
Lieutenants Byron Connell and Her- 
bert C. Rodd. aircraft squadrons, bat- 
tle fleet. The naval fliers made a 
spectacular 20-hour flight that began 
at 2:02 o'clock Monday afternoon and 
ended at 10:48 this morning. 

The huge PN-10 type seaplane in 
which Connell and Rodd, with Avia- 
tion Machinist Mate Comar Vincent, 
circled the 25 kilometer triangular 
course 101 times, weighed at the time 
of the take-off approximately 11 tons. 
It carried 500 kilograms or 1.102.531 

unds of sand; 1,222 gallons of gaso- 
ine and 120 gallons of oil. Not a 
gallon of fuel was left in the tanks 
when the plane came down with a 
“dead stick” at the conclusion of the 
world-record flight. 

Lieutenants Connell and Rodd 
smashed the former world record for 
class C-2 seaplanes carrying 500 kilo- 
grams dead weight and returning to 
point of departure without refueling 
established Loose last March 29, 
at Aken-S-Elbe. Loose flew 1,702.08 
kilometers or about 1,507 miles in 14 
bours 8 minutes 2 seconds. 

nell and Rodd smashed both 
records held by the German aviator 
at 4:10 a. m. today. Their official 
time was 20 hours 45 minutes 40 sec- 
onds, eclipsing the German record by 
more than six hours. 

The navigators covered 2,525.313 
killometers or about 1,568 miles, beat- 
ing the German record by 823 kilo- 
meters. 

Connell and Rodd set a new world 
speed record for this distance with a 
seaplane carrying kilograms of 
dead weight. he official time for the 
2000 kilometers was 15 hours 48 min- 
utes 13 seconds. The speed was 78.56 
miles an hour or 126.56 kilometers 


per hour.

Anniston, Ala., ‘august 16.— (Spe- 
cial.) —With the second week's pro- 
sram well under way, the 122d in- 
fantry is vigorously attacking maneu- 
vers problems under the watchful eyes 
of a corps of regular army instructors, 
headed = Colonel J. M. Kimbrough. 
Today’s problem took up the entire 
morning. Major G. P. O'Keefe was 
in command of the war strength bat- 
talion, for+ which the regiment has 
been converted during maneuvers and 
the schedule went off perfectly. . 

Colonel Major, chief of staff of the 
Fourth corpse area, was a visitor to 
camp today and manifested marked 
interest in the day’s problem.

At noon and upon completion of the 
morning program, a critique was held 
at which ‘olonel Kimbrough pointed 
out and explained various moves and 
gave reasons therefore.

Washington, August 16.—(/)—Ra- 
dio broadcasting stations which have 
been in danger of losing their licenses 
by reason of failure to stay on pre- 
scribed wave lengths were successfu 
today in making peace, at least tem- 
porarily, with the federal radio eem- 
mission.
